terior, the Abyssinians robbing, killing 
ami im prisoning m any of the m er­ 
chants. 


Lugh is garrisoned by only about 
125 natives and the attacking party 
laid siege to the town. 
In a number 
of engagements 
that 
followed 
both 
sides suffered heavy losses. 
The Italian government has ordered 
the squadron in the Red sea to pro- 
teed to the coast of Som aliland in 
order to protect the towns along the 
coast, as the entire terrttorj is gar­ 
risoned by not more than 2,000 natives 
under the command of Italian officers. 
At the same time the government 
has telegraphed to the Italian legation 
at A<1His Abebia, the capital of Abys­ 
sinia, instructing the Italian m inister 
to present a protest to King M enelik 
against the violation of the status quo. 
Italy holds Lugh through an arrange­ 
ment concluded with the sultan of that 
territory in 1895, which, however, was 
never ratified by King Menelik, who 
considered Lugh as a portion of his 
own territory. 
Lugh is nearly thirty 
days’ march from the coast. 
L a te r dispatches received here indi­ 
cate that the trouble in Italian Som ali­ 
land is of a more serious nature than 
at 
first supposed. 
It 
is learned on 
good 
authority 
that 
Lugh was 
be­ 
sieged 
by 
the Abyssinians and 
de­ 
stroyed after a desperate and unequal 
fight 
and 
that 
its

killed.

The im portance of the present situa­ 
tion lies in the establishment of the 
fact as to whether or not the king of 
Abyssinia ordered the attack upon the 
Italian possessions.

Italian Forces Defeated and the Sta­ 


tion of Lugh 
Destroyed— Believed 


That the Government Is Concealing 


a Severe Reverse. 


Rome, Jan. IO.— News has boon re ­ 
ceived 
here 
of 
serious 
trouble 
in 
Italian Somaliland off the east coast 
of 
Africa, 
which 
has 
resulted 
iii 
pitched battles between the Italian 
forces there and the Abyssinians. 
A 
dispatch received here reports a raid 
by 2,000 Abyssinians near Lugh, the 
furthermost Italian station in the in­ 
terior. the Abyssinians robbing, killing 
and imprisoning many of the m er­ 
chants. 
Lugh is garrisoned by only about 
125 natives ami the attacking party 
laid siege to the town. 
In a number 
of engagements that followed both 
sides suffered heavy losses. 
The Italian government has ordered 
the squadron in the Red sea to pro­ 
ceed to the coast of Somaliland in 
order to protect the towns along the 
coast, as the entire territory is gar­ 
risoned by not more than 2,000 natives 
under the command of Italian officers. 
At the same tim e the governm ent 
has telegraphed to the Italian legation 
at Addis Abebia,, the capital of Abys­ 
sinia, instructing the Italian m inister 
to present a protest to King Menelik 
against the violation of the status quo. 
Italy holds Lugh through an arrange­ 
ment concluded with the sultan of that 
territory in 1895, which, however, was 
never ratified by King Menelik, who 
considered Lugh as a portion of his 
own territory. 
Lugh is nearly thirty 
days’ march from the coast. 
Later dispatches received here Indi­ 
cate that the trouble in Italian Somali­ 
land is of a more serious nature than 
at first supposed. 
It is learned on 
good 
authority that 
Lugh was 
be­ 
sieged by the Abyssinians and do­ 
st royod after a desperate and unequal 
fight 
and that its 
defenders 
were 
killed. 
It is believed here that the Italian 
government is concealing a severe re­ 
verse in order to prepare the public 
for graver news. 
The importance of the present situa­ 
tion lies in the establishm ent of the 
fact as to whether or not the king of 
Abyssinia ordered the attack upon the 
Italian possessions.

IO.—Indictments 
have been voted by the Hennepin 
county grand jury to insure the extra­ 
dition from New York city of Charles 
Broberg and John Barbrick, accused 
of being the perpetrators of an exten­ 
sive stock swindle in 
Minneapolis. 
Bench warrants were issued by Judge 
Holt, and, armed with these, the Min­ 
neapolis detective is not expected to 
have any trouble in bringing the pris­ 
oners back to Minneapolis for trial.

A ustralians have devised a scheme 
to turn fresh laid eggs to powder for 
preserving and shipping purposes, says 
ail O ttaw a special dispatch to the ( ”ul- 
cago Record-1 lerald. 
lu a recent report the trade commis­ 
sioner for Canada in Australia m akes 
special reference to a process for des­ 
iccating eggs now being carried out 
there for which high claims are made 
and which the commissioner thus de­ 
scribes: 
Desiccated eggs are not substitutes 
for eggs, but newly laid eggs, and are 
treated by a process by which only 
the shell and w ater contents of the 
egg are removed and the whole sub­ 
stance of the egg, yolk and albumen, 
converted into powder. 
It Is claimed to have been proved 
that this powder will keep for years 
aud only requires the addition of milk 
or water, when tin* powdered eggs will 
reconstitute ii lid be ready for use for 
any purpose just the same as a newly 
laid egg. The powder is rich and a t­ 
tractive looking and is reported by the 
governm ent analysis of New South

AT LITTLE FALLS 


Hon. Nathan Richardson Died at 
Hospital in That City of Pneu­ 
monia Friday 


ONE OF 
EARLIEST SETTLERS 


First Register of Deeds of Mor­ 
rison County at Least Fifty 
Years Ago 


The news of the death of 
Hon. 
Nathan Richardson, of Little Falls, at 
St. G abriel’s hospital 
in that 
city 
Thursday, January Oth. will be heard 
with sorrow by many of the early resi­ 
dents of Crow 
Wing 
county. 
Mr. 
Richardson came to Little Falls in the 
spring of 1855, the town then consist­ 
ing of three log houses. 
He cut, hewed 
and hauled the tim ber for the first 
hotel in L ittle Falls, which he and a 
cousin erected. 
Upon the organization 
of t ie county he was elected its first 
register of deeds, and was therefore 
ex-officio clerk of the board of county 
commissiorers, which included also the 
duties of county auditor and treasurer. 
He wa a register of deeds for seven or 
eight years, afte r which he went into 
the m ercantile 
liminess and studied 
law as he could find time. 
In 1876 he 
was admitted to the bar and practiced 
in Morrison county for many years. 
He served in the Minnesota legislature 
in the year 1867, 1872 and 1878. 
In the 
first named legislature he and N. H. 
Miner represented a district comprised 
of practically the entire north half of 
the state. 
Mr. Richardson was well 
known to all the early settlers of Mor­ 
rison and Crow Wing "counties and has 
probably, according to the Little Falls 
Transcript, extended help to more peo­ 
ple in Morrison county than any one 
man. 
He also gave much of his time 
to authenticating and preserving re­ 
cords of the early history of this part 
or the state. 
His loss is keenly felt by 
the people of Morrison county. 
The 
funeral will occur on Sunday afternoon 
from the residence 
of 
Miss Anna 
Hennlotter, a niece of his late wife. 
He leaves two sons and one daughter, 
none of whom now reside in Minnesota, 
all being in the west.

1843. when the previously exorbitant j 
rates w ere reduced to 3 cents per half j 
ounce up to 300 miles and IO cents for I 
greater distances. 
The effect of this 
reform iii the revenue w as to bring I 
about a temporary reduction. I nit by | 
I SJH the figures of 1813 had been stir- 
i 
passed. 
In 1831 the rates were again reduced 
to 3 cents per half ounce up to 3,000 
miles and 0 cents for greater distances. 
Again the revenue showed a tem porary 
slump, bu t by 1833 tile previous figures 
were again surpassed. The act of 1803 
m aking the three cent half ounce rate 
of 1831 tile uniform rate for all dis­ 
tances w as followed by a steady in­ 
crease of postal income. 
D uring the 
interval 1883-1883 tile letter rates were 
reduced from 3 cents per half ounce 
to 2 cents per ounce, and tile publish­ 
ers and newsdealers’ rates on m aga­ 
zines and new spapers were cut from 
I to 2 cents per pound. 
Again there 
w as a slight temporary falling off in 
revenue from $43,300,000 in 1883, but 
by 1887 it had reached $48,800,000’ and 
by I SOO $00,800,000. 
Iu 1000 it was 
$102,000,000. The postal deficiency for 
1888 w as less than for any year d u r­ 
ing the period from 18G7 to 1870. 
As a result of the 33 1-3 per cent 
reduction of the letter rate in 1S83 the 
postal revenues fell off less th an 7 per 
cent in the two succeeding years, and 
tile IOO per cent increase of the letter 
unit—from a half ounce to an ounce— 
iii 1883 was accompanied by an im­ 
mediate increase in the revenues which 
in 1S87 were 7 per cent, in 1800 33 1-3 
per cent nnd In 1000 IOO per cent high­ 
er than in 1883, the year of the letter 
rate reduction. 
T he rapid increase in our population, 
which contributed largely to the In­ 
creased use of the mails an d the con­ 
sequent Increase of income th a t quick­ 
ly followed the reduced rates of 1845, 
1851 and 1883, will prove a yet more 
potent factor In increasing our postal 
income under the proposed reduction 
of rates, for our population is growing 
more rapidly today than ever before. 
If tile ratio of Increase of the last sev­ 
en years continues, the grow th of our 
population during the decade 1900-10 
will be over 17,000,000, or 33 1-3 per 
cent more than in any previous decade. 
The im migration of each of the lust 
three years—over 1,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 a year—has 
been double th a t of any of the seven 
years following the postal reduction In 
rates of 1883. 
T he experience of E ngland as to the 
effect of bringing her letter service 
within the use of the comm on people 
has been precisely the sam e as ours. 
The reduction from the distance sys­ 
tem of postage with rates 8 cents per 
half ounce up to fifteen miles or 24 
cents for the greatest distance to the 
uniform 2 cents half ounce rate of 1839 
w as followed by a slight falling off in 
revenues at first, but the letter post in­ 
come quickly surpassed th a t of the old 
regime, and it continued to advance 
w ith leaps and bounds. 
The English 
governm ent celebrated the queen’s dia 
uiond jubilee in June, 1897. by extend­ 
ing the English domestic letter weight 
unit from one to four ounces, and this 
w as followed by an im m ediate increase 
in the use of the mails and in the postal 
revenue.
